My dear Mr.Noe; 

I was delighted to receive the 1910 Catalogue and the 

Notes No.7 and the “Art of the Medal" by Brenner. 

They have given me the groundwork for my meeting with- 
out so much “digging", and I appreciate your thought- 

fulness in sending them. 

I find the John Herron Art Institute have several of 
the publications of the National Sculpture Society, and 
I own their 1929 publicatioy for the exhibit at San 
Francisco. 

The John Herron have most of the Notes and Monographs 
of our Society, but not this Catalogue. 

Referring to your letter, calling attention to the 
great influence Augustus St Gaudens had on the art of 
the Medallist, everything I have read on the subject 
comes right back to him in some way or other. 

The Jogn Herron had a Memorial Exhibition of Augustus 
StGaudens through the kindness of his wife, opening in 
December 1909 and extending through January and February 
of 1910, and the catalogue has a nice bipgraphy of him. 

The State Federation of Clubs had their annual meeting 
at the John Herron in April of this year and we had a 
small but lovely display of medals and plaquettes from 
The Medallic Art Company. 

The “Birdseye View of Coinage" was here in Nov.1926.

I am sending a small check so 
that if you have the time and inclination to bother with 
it, you can send them now, and if it is not convenient, 
you can return the check and no harm done. 

My cabinet is started with the Indiana Centenial medal 
by Janet Scudder, one large and one small, and the spert 
medal by Laura Gardin Fraser, the first issue of the 
footety pf Fedslistesod by the Director of the Mint giving 
information about the coins and medals issued by the 
Government,- would you care for those of the Presidents? 
Aside from their historical interest are they "good# medals 2 

The John Herron is always short of money and they do 


not have a Mr Huntington or a Mr.Newell to come to their

The valuations for these are 1. {2e50; 2 $1.50 and 3 and 4 
@1.00 each, makin» a total of six dollars, which is the amount 
sent me. If, after seeing these, you do not feel that you care 
to keep any of them, you will please feel free to return it 

and I will either try again, or re‘und you the amount involved. 
I hope, however, that they wilt not be without appeal. 

You ask about the Mint medals - I should advise that you 
wait before getting any of these. The membership meial costs 
for the bronze copy, which to my mind is preferable to the one 
in silver, four dollars plus the cost of engraving the name of 
the member - I think the charge is 6 cents per letier.
